EVERYTHING IS NOW SETTLING DOWN. 



Our Task ia to Give Them Good Gov- , 
eminent In Their Munk-lpalitles 



San Franeiaco. May 80,-Hrig. Gen. 
Frederick D. Grant, who returned- 
from Manila on the Sheridan, speak- 
ing of the condition in the Philip- 
pines, eaid: 

"Everything is settling- down anil 
we are getting at the real work of 
governing and teaching -the people. 
Their peculiar national character 
makes them hard subject* for the- 
present. You must remember that 
thfy wrre originally pirates; thut 
their civilization ia of the 14th, not 
of the 20th century; and the tend- 
ency to brigandage ia ao bright 
among them that it nniouuta to a dis- 
ease. In many diatricta the paying of 
trSuife to robbers is considered the 
tegular thing, no more out oi the 
way than tuxea. Our task now is t<> 
give them good goverumenN in their 
municipalities; to protect themselves- 
,'tgniii.st themselves, unless they learn 
a tost* for order, und then vvithdruw 
gradnaUy from active interference,.

Early .Sunday morning Conway, 
who was employed at the railroud 
yards, got up and dressed as if going 
to work. He picked up a shotgun 
and, going to the stable where (inr- 
rison was milking, shot him dead 
He then shot (iarrison's cows tc 
death. 

Fired the Sl.il.le. 

Mrs. (iarrison ran from the house. 
Conway met her at the steps and 
emptied both barrets into her breast, 
and she fell dead at his feet. The 
murderer next set fire to finrrison' 
stable, and the -Ire department Ml 
called owl to extinguish the fire. 

Conway barricaded himself in the 
In. use. Patrolman Wallia, in attempt- 
ing to arrest him, wa* shot in the 
face and side and may die. 

The entire dep irtinent was call- d 
out after a riot alarm was sounded. 
The official* surrounded the house 
ready to break in when they heard 
a phot. Conway had kissed his wdfe 
good-bye, ran up stairs and shot him- 
self in the heart. 

He haves a wife and two children 
Garrison leaves two children.

The man at bay seized nn 
old shotgun which wns heavily load- 
ed, leaned ont of the window and 
tired. A large hole was torn In Wah 
lis' forehead and nearly a hundred 
shot entered the body, lie fell to the 
ground and was carried to the hos- 
pital, where the doctors said he had 
no chance of recovery.
